the legend Of st. hubert 


As a young nobleman, Hubert was an enthusiastic and insatiable hunter, He never missed a hunt, and none of the 

animals in the forest were safe from his arrow, Even on Christmas eve he was out hunting, pursuing a stag until it 

stood exhausted in front of a mountain wall. As he was about to shoot he saw a radiant light about the animal's 

head, and a gleaming cross between its antlers. He realized that the animals of the forest were also creatures of God, 

and from that moment on he dedicated himself to their care and protection. He abandoned his dissolute life, 
me an exemplary huntsman and by the time he died in 727 had become the bishop of Lidge. 


Christianity has honoured Saint Hubert as the patron saint of the hunt and hunters, and his name is also invoked 
against hydrophobia (rabies). During the 1700s, huntsmen would occasionally participate in the mass on St. 
Hubert's day, the third of November, by sounding their horns in the Gloria and at the end of the mass. By the 1800s, 

the entire mass was performed on horns and in the forest, a tradition which still continues in some areas of France 
and Austria. Huntsmen gather to celebrate mass, praise their patron saint and encourage each other to follow his ~ 
example: not to shoot game wantonly, but to protect it and care for it and strive for the proper balance in nature for 

the benefit of mankind. 


about the artists 


Originally from Prince Albert, Saskatchewan, pianist ALAYNE HALL holds a Bachelor of Music degree from the 
University of Saskatchewan and a Master of Music degree from the University of Toronto. Alayne teaches piano

As a soloist, he has performed with many orchestras in Canada and the 
USA and has performed and taught at summer festivals at Banff, Alberta and Keystone Colorado,

sikin Freiburg. From 1991 to 1995 he was the Alternate Solo Horn of the orchestra of the Landesbiihnen Sachsen 
in Dresden, Germany. Since returning to Canada in 1995, Drew has worked as a freelance musician in the Toronto 
area and pursued graduate studies in performance and musicology at the University of Toronto. He is currently a
